At other points along the river 
they used to the greatest advan- 
tage their machine guns against 
enemy elements which were 
crossing the river on pontoon 
bridges, killing or wounding 
many of them.

STRATEGY OBSCURE. 

The details of the strategic 
scheme the Germans have in 
view have not yet been wuhn- 
folded. It seems the main objec- 
tive in the first stages is the 
throwing of their lines south- 
ward on both sides of Rheims, 
enveloping that city. The gain- 
ing of the southern bank of the 
Marne and the straightening out 
eastward of their battle line to- 
wards Verdun also may be on 
the programme of the German 
high command. Success in these 
movements would be of great 
strategic value to the Germans 
for an attempt on Paris.

Official advices were slow and 
no formal report on the German 
effort to drive the jaws of a 
great pincer movement about 
Rheims on a_ sixty-five-mile 
front was available at a late 
hour. Press repcrts made it 
clear the enemy had been hurled 
back by American counter-at- 
tacks along the Marne, where 
they held the left flank of the 
Breat battlefront. while the 
French army, aided near Rheims 
by Italian divisions, stood fast 
over the far greater extent of 
the line they defended against 
fierce assaults by the enemy. 
PRESIDENT HAPPY. 


At the White House the Pres- 
ident read the account with in- 
terest that did not wane. At 
the War Department, Secretary 
Baker, Gen. March, Chief of 
Staff, and other high officers of 
the department received eagerly 
the brief glimpses of the battle 
flashed across the ccuntry in 
press bulletins from the battle 
front. Every line of the Asso- 
ciated Press report, which was 
promptly relayed to them as the 
wires brought it in, was studied 
with growing delight as it be- 
came evident that the enemy 


had met with a decided check in 
the first rush of his greatest ef-. 


fort thus far. 

The fact that credit for stop- 
Ping the heaviest parts of the 
assault thus far reported be- 
longs to men cf the first Ameri- 
can Army Corps added to the 
elation. 

After reading tonight's re- 
ports, Secretary Baker made the 
following staterment to the Asso- 
ciated -Press: 

“The attack made by the Ger- 
mans is evidently the result of 
careful preparations. It covers 
a wide front and is made in 
‘foree, We are at the end of the 
first day cf a great battle. The 
reports so far are encouraging 
and seem to indicate both heavy 
fighting and offective resistance 
along the entire front.” 

The prompt and hard-driven 
counter-attacks of the Amé 
troops at two points sent a glow 
of enthusiasm through 
whcle War Department when 
the word first came. Before the 
results were known, the fact 
that the counter-attack had 
been launched was cheering. It 
showed the Americans were 
meeting their first great test like 
veterans and that the German 
attempt to overrun them hed 
failed to disorganize or demor- 
alize their fighting power. 


DISRUPT BLOW. 


Then came word that at Vaux 
not only had the enemy been 
stopped, but his advancing in- 
fantry had collided with Ameri- 
cans who first deluged their cp- 
ponents with machine-gun fire, 


' then leaped forward to disrupt 


completely the blow at this sec- 
tion that had been in careful 
preparation for more than thirty 
days. 

Meanwhile meager reports 
from London said the Marne 
had been crossed by the enemy 
at several points. Details were 
awaited with some apprehen- 
sicn. Hour by hour the story 
filtered in, but the bulletin that 
told of the hurling back of the 
foe in the Conde sector, where 
his first rush had pushed back 
the Americans out of the salient 
they held opposite Jaulgonne, 
did not come until tonight.

BIG 

The battle

LOST THEIR PUNCH. 

The general view of the men

Heavy shells from German naval 
guns are falling in regions far be- 
hind the actual battle aréa, many 
of these projeetiles having fallen in 
the city of Meaux, twenty-five miles 
from Chateau Thierry. In many of 
these towns the German shell fire 
is constant, the projectiles being 
from 19 to 12-inch naval guns. 

Reports from American advance 
positions said that the American 
troops were “handling the enemy 
well’ in the desperate fighting 
which is continuing. 

BULLETIN—8:51 A.M. | 


At this hour it had not been de- 
termined how the battle in the vi- 
cinity of Vaux was progressing. 
The whole line in both directions 
from that town was dense with 
smoke and gas fumes. The roar of 
the cannonade -was punctuated in 
the few intermissions with a ter- 
rific din of machine gun and rifie 
fire, which seems of the hottest 

Vaux itself. 
BULLETIN—11:15° A.M. 

Thd American forces on this front 
delivered a counter-attack upon the 
Germans in the Vaux region this 
morning and drove off the enemy. 

It is reported that the Americans 
have advanced their own lines a dis- 
tance of several hundred yards, but 
thie has net been confirmed. 

The operation at Vaux appeared 
to be a feint, for soon after it began 
the Gemans attacked all along the 
Marne, where they were gallantly 
opposed by more of the American 
troops and the French. 

The first crossing was made at the 
peak of the big river bend. The 
American machine gunners and in- 
fantrymen fought and died where 


‘| they stood here. 


Others of the American troops 
withdrew strategically as the enemy 
attacked from east of Chateau 
Thierry to along the Marne, east 
of Dormans, making additional 
crossings. 

Shertly after 11 o’clock one of the 
American infantry regiments 
launched a counter-attack in the re- 
gion of Conde. 

BULLETIN—11/39 A.M. 

Word received here shows that the 
enemy also launched an attack east 
of Rheims. but on the sectors of that 
front on which French and Ameri- 
cans are fighting side by side the 
positions are reported intact. 

The American machine gunners 
here let the enemy come close to their 
positions, and then opened a deadly 
fire into the advancing cl forma- 
tions of Germans. 

In their attack on the Marne 
front the Germans threw many 
bridges across the river, Over these 
the Germans are passing under with- 
ering fire from artillery. German 
progress is being stayed by the ma- 
chine gunners. 

The Americans and their French 
comrades have resisted the enemy 
to the utmost and are continuing 
this character of resistance. - 


| The day opened sunny, but low 
clouds are now scurrying over the 
battlefields, threatening rain. 

Reports received here shortly aft- 
er 11 a.m. on the fighting to the 
east of Rheims said that the enemy 
up to about an hour previous had 
made no progress whatever there. 

In the Conde region, however, be- 
fore the American counter-attack, 
the German advance appeared to 
have eliminated the river salient. 

In this locality, on the Marne, it 
was not known whether the Ger- 
mans had begun another offensive, 
but the intensity of the fighting in- 
dicated that the operation was a 
renewal of the general attack. 

BULLETIN—1:40 P.M. 

Reports from Vaux this after- 
noon indicate that the Americans 
had advanced their line in this re- 
gion in the face of the determined 
enemy attack. The advance ex- 
tended a distance of approximately 
700 yards, but the Americans sub- 
sequently withdrew to their original 
line for strategic reasons. Twenty- 
eight Germans were taken prisoner 
in this sector. 

The American barrage here broke 
up the enemy waves and drove them 
back in confusion. 

It is clear that the German attack 
in the Vaux region completely broke 
down under the American counter- 
attack. Further sharp fighting is 
likely to develop in this area at any 
time, however. 

CRAWL FORWARD. 

Along one extended sector of the 
Marne front the Americans were on 
the open ground. The Germans were 
on hills on the opposite bank, show- 
ering high explosives and gas shells 
upon them. But the boys from the 
United States went forward with gas 
masks, crawling at times on all

When they came close 
come to grips they drove them back 
quickly. 

In a measure they repeated today 
the heroic deeds of those who de- 
fended the road to Paris in the sec- 
ond battle of the Marne. 

Southwest of Jaulconne this morn- 
ing the Germans crossed the river 
with a rush and started to fight their 
way south. The Americans and 
French held up this advance so that 
two hours after the time set by the 
enemy for reaching his objective, 
nine miles away, he was still far 
away. 

COUNTER-BLOW ORGANIZED. 

While fighting in the open contin- 
wed, the American counter-attack 
was organized. Light artillery was 
hurried into position. It concen- 
trated a heavy fire at short range, 
and when this fire had ceased the 
American infantry dasRed from 
cover and met the oncoming Boche. 

Machine gunners move dforward 
and, lying on.the ground, poured 
a stream of bullets into the enemy. 
The fierceness of the fire brought the 
Germans up short. 

They would not face the steel and, 
hesitatingly at first, finally broke and 
fell back. Within three hours the 
Americans had driven them two and 
a half miles to the Marne. 


The town of Conde, mentioned as 
the scene of an American counter- 
attack, probably is Conde en Brie, 
which lies about three and three- 
fourths miles south of the Marne 
and eight miles southeast of Chateau 
Thierry. | 


“AMERICAN PERIL” NO 
LONGER IN CONTEMPT. 


GERMAN OFFICER REGRETS TO 
SAY OUR MEN ARE FINE 
SPECIMENS.

WITH THE FRENCH ARMIES, 
July 14.—In a recent dispatch I re- 
ferred tc the morale of German 
troops holding the line during Hin- 
denburg’s period of preparation. 
Latest information emphasizes this 
point and shows that whatever was 
their idea before, the Germans are 
now fully alive to the “American 
peril. 

An officer belonging to a gocd 
second-class division captured by the 
French a few days ago in an attack 
northwest of Complegne said: 

“No one pretends to. ignore the 
Americans any longer. All we have 
seen were splendid specimens, keen 
and physically perfect. The French 
have great confidence in them and 
unfortunately they are justified. 

“The effect on French morale is 
manifest. Your troops have extraor- 
dinary dash and fight wonderfully. 

While such statements must be 
discounted as coming from units that 
are being deliberately sacrificed, 
seized German orders repeatedly 
contain refusals of relief asked and 
an injunction to hold on at all costs. 

They show bcth the difficulties the 
enemy is experiencing in forming 
sufficient fortes for maneuvers, and 
hig. absolute necessity to win a deci- 
sive success before the polson of de- 
pression spreads to the whole army. 

“It is morale rather than numbers 
or munitions that wins battles,’ said 
a French general to me shcrtly be- 
fore the March battle. “If we keep 
up our morale the enemy will be 
worn out by his own efforts and 
finally will collapse.” 

The speaker justified his words by 
the most successful defense yet 
made against the German: drive— 
between Noyon and Montdidier. As 
things look at present the Allies 
have but one mcre shock to with- 
before his prophesy is ful-' 
filled.

William Bayard Hale Called 
by Federal Power.

Gratified Huns as Writer on 
New York “American.”

NEW YORK, July 15.—William 
Bayard Hale, salaried head of the 
German informaticn service in this 
country In 1915, and George Syl- 
vester Viereck, editor of Viereck’s 
Weekly, known as the “Fatherland” 
until the United States entered the 
war, were questioned today by Dep- 
uty Attorney General Becker in his 
investigation of German propaganda 
In America, 


Hale was closeted with the attor- 
ney an hour and a half tonight and 
Viereck for more than four hcurs. 

Mr. Becker declined to comment 
on the interviews except to that 
he had questioned both men regard- 
ing their knowledge of German ex- 
penditures to influence American 
sentiment before this country de- 
clared war. He said the interviews, 
like that with George T. Odell, for- 
merly a correspondent of the New 
York Evening Mail in Germany, 
were part of a Federal inquiry in- 
tended to reveal who were the recip- 
ients of some of Germany's “untold 
millions” spent here with the hope 


the war. 
He declined to say whether the 
conferences had: any direct connec- 


ward A. Rumely, alleged to have 
bought the Evening Mail in 1915 for 
the German government. 


CALLS SELF “PATRIOT.” 


Dr. Hale came to New York from 
New Hampshire in response to a re- 
quest from Mr. Becker He de- 
clared that he had respohded “‘vcl- 
untarily” te the attorney's call, and 
that he is “a patriot.” 


United States “bending” to Great 
Britain, Dr. Hale came into promi- 
nence in the first year of the war. In 
1915 he wrote articles criticising 
British interference with American 
shipping. As correspondent for the 
New York American in Berlin in 
1916, he charged that news from 
Germany to‘ this country was dis- 
torted by the British censor. Later 
he went to the German frent and in- 
terviewed the Crown Prince. After- 
ward he wrote ff President Wilson, 


to end the war. 
GERMANS “GRATIFIED.” 

When Ambassador Gerard was re- 
called from Germany after Amert- 
ca's diplomatic break with tha- 
country, most of the newspaper cor- 
respondents from the United States 
left Berlin with him. Dr, Hale re- 
mained behind and tabled the New 
York American an account of the 
German papers’ “gratification” that 
a few correspondents from the 
United States had elected to remain. 

When the State Department made 
public late in 1917 cable messages 
between the German government 
and Von Bernstorff regarding propa- 
ganda, Dr. Hale’s name was found 
in some of the messages,

“Rather than accept genuine sale 
at inadequate prices, would let the 
worst come and trust to a fight for 
our rights in free America.”

Palmer, representatives of the 
alien property custodian in charee 
of each property, and an attorney 
representing the custodian. 

COMMITTEE'S DUTY. 

It was stated the Advisory Com- 
mittee, which is composed of east- 
ern business men and bankers, will 
advise the custodian especially re- 
garding:

“The manner of selling any spe- 
elfic property, with recommendation 
as to any special conditions or de- 
talls respecting the same.

Thirty Steel Cargo Vessels to 
be Built in Orient. 


Alameda Yards to Construct 
Twenty Transports. — 


Japah to Deliver 130,000 
Tons by September

WASHINGTON, July 15. — The 
United States, turning to its asso- 
ciates in the Orient for aid in meet- 
ing the shipping crisis, has let new 
contracts for ships to Japan which 
will make a totat of more than 
$100,000,000 to be spent for tonnage 
in the isiand kingdom and in China. 

An announcement was made today 
of the awarding of contracts for 
thirty vessels to thirteen Japanese 
yards. All of the ships will be of 
6500 tons or more, and the total 
tonnage will be 253,000. These ships 
are in addition to 127, 000 tons pur- 

chased from Japan and 169,000 
chartered at a total cost of $78, 600,- 
000, of inten $20,000,000 has been 
expended. 

First contracts awarded by the 
United States to a Chinese yard 
were made public Saturday, calling 
ym the buliding of 120,000 tons at 

a cost of approximately $30,000,000. 

Japan will deliver to this country 
about 130,000 tons of ships by Sep- 
tember 1 and will continue deliveries 
at regular intervals as the United 
States supplies the steel for the ves- 
sels. Altogether about 135,000 tons 
of steel will be sent to Japan. 

Some of the ships will be put im- 
mediately into the war-zone service, 
while others will be used in the 
coastwise and South American 


trades. 
All camouflaging of shi bullt 
for the Shipping Board will be su- 


pervised hereafter by the Navy De- 
partment. 

Contracts also have been let for 
building twenty transports to the 
BRethiehem Shipbuilding Corpora- 
tion at Alameda, Cal. 

The Japanese contracts are re- 
garded as an extension of Amer- 
ica’s intention to invite the Allies 
to become partners in the 
building programme, not only for 
the purpose of defeating the com- 
mon enemy, but also for providing 
means to exchange raw materials 
and manufactures after the war. 

Brazil has asked for wooden ship 
plans as a preliminary to undertak- 
ing the building of a merchant ma- 
rine for the Brazilian flag. The 
plans were furnished promptly. 

J. H. Kirby of Houston, Tex., to- 
day was appointed lumber admin- 
i-trator of the Emergency Fleet 
Corporation, to administer all activi- 
ties of the shipbuilding programme 
connected with the production and 
storage of lumber.

Deer are much more prevalent 
than usual at this date, the time of 
opening under the old seasons of 
several years ago.

The high price 
of meat, patriotic feeling that game 
should be substituted wherever pos- 
sible, and the hundred or more 
pounds of the very choicest and best 
that ever graces the table of the 
huntsman, are combining to encour- 
age deer trips this year. Excellent 
and well sustained stream fishing is 
adding inducement, and unless the 
horned herds learn better sense and 
go to the tall and uncut before Au- 
gust 1, there will be ons awful kfil- 
ing, and a heavy tonnage of delicious 
meat turned into the public larders 
on opening day. The mvon will be 
large by then, how?®ver, and this 
will cause many to postpone their 
trips to put tn vacation time to the 
very best advantage when the nights 
are dark. 

Northern San Diego county seems 
to be getting on its feet again as 
& game country after a combination 
of bad fires, the Texas fever ticks 
and possibly other unfavorable com- 
binations, which some years back 
seemed to harm the deer supply 
more than the hunters ever 4id.

That the public schools of Los 
Angeles cannot be expected to be 
conducted with their present effi- 
ciency without an increase in the 
tax rate was the statement made to 
the Board of Education last eve- 
ming by Supt. Albert Shiels, who is 
Scheduled to leave this morning for 
New York City. The budget has 
mot yet been fully completed, and 
every effort is being made to re- 


unnecessary expense. 
“Ordinarily funds for expendi- 
ture on buildings, grounds and 


equipment would be supplied from 
a bond issue.” stated Supt. Shiels, 
“but as no issue is available, the 


order to supply these funds. The 
pudlic generally does not under- 
stand that the Board of Education 
is financing a programme for out- 
lays without having any bond 
money.

ASKS RAISE FOR 
ELECTRIC RATES. 


Edison Company Applies to 
State Railroad Body. 


Operating Cost, Water Power 
Shortage, Reasons. 


Extent of Increase is Left to 
the Commission. 


In an application filed with the 
State Railroad Commission at San 
Francisco yesterday, the Southern 
California Edison Company asks for 
an increase in its electric § rates. 
The extent of the increase {s not 
specified, the request being simply, 
“that the Railroad Commission of 
the State of California authorize the 
applicant to make such increase in 
its rates for electricity as the com- 
misgion may deem proper.” 

A statement attached to the, ap- 
Plication sets forth that, as the ro- 
sult of the high operating cost, the 
shortage of water power and other 
reasons, the company’s revenues are 
not adequate at existing rates to 
maintain service at maximum effi- 
ciency, and enable it to perform the 
publife service required of It. 

The territory in which the South- 
ern California Edison Company is 
engaged in the production, genera- 


tion, transmission and delivery of 
electricity, for light, heat power, 
and which is covered by appli- 


cation, includes the counties of Los 
Angeles, San Bernardino, Riverside, 
‘Orange, Ventura, Kern, Tulare and 
Fresno.

“In view of the Senate’s approval, 
of the recruiting convention between 
the United States and Great Britain, 
an important order has been tele- 
graphed to all local boards through- 
out the country by Gen. Crowder, the 
Provost-Marshal-General. 

“Local boards shal] suspend the 


induction of British subjects into the 
United States Army till further no- 


tice. 

“While this order is in effect, all 
British registrants may be volun- 
tarily enlisted for the British or Ca- 
nadian army. Precautions have been 
provided to prevent the enlistment 
of American citizens. An earnest ap- 
peal is made to British registrants 
‘to avail themselves of this, the last 
opportuntiy given them of offering 
themselves for service in their 
own armies before they finally be- 
come liable to compulsory service 
under the United States draft.” |

“\TOTHING TO ARBITRATE,” 
IS ANSWER OF SHOUP. 


Pacific Electric’s Head Declines to 
Enter into Negotiations with 
Railway Brotherhoods. 


‘6 E HAVE nothing to arbi- 
trate as between the Pa- 
cific Electric Company and 
the officers of the brotherhoods,” 
declared Paul Shoup, president of 
the Pacific Eléctric Company, yes- 
terday, in discussing the request 
from Capt. Charles T. Connell ask- 
ing him agree to arbitration. 
“I do not care to make my lIet- 
ter to Capt. Connell public without 
conference with him,” said Mr. 
Shoup. “If there be questions be- 
tween our company and its employ- 
ees, we will first try to settle them 
in the family, without recourse else- 
where; and we will find an easy, 
open and fair way to get at the an- 
Swer, too, 
“As to the mediation cases sub- 
mitted through Secretary of Labor 
Wilson, they have all been dealt 
with through that channel. Such 
employees as have not been re- 
turned to work still have the right 
to see me, if they wish, and I will 
undertake to satisfy them as to 
their getting a square deal.” 
In further discussing the situation 
Mr. Shoup said: 
“The principles that govern any 


Labor Board, as expressed in the 
President's proclamation of April 8, 
include: 

exercising right to organize 
workers shall not use coercive meas- 
ures of any kind to induce persons 
to join their organizations, nor to in- 
duce employers to bargain or deal 
therewith,’ and 

establishments where the 
employer meets only with employees 
or representatives engaged in said 
establishment the continuance of 
such conditions shall not be deemed 
a grievance.’ 

“Any arbitration would have to be 
within, not without, these principles. 

“We have declined to recognize 
these brotherhoods, which is un- 
questionably within our legal rights 
and in accord with our rights as set 
forth by the National War Labor 
Board principles. 

“To deal with any questions raised 
by the officers of the brotherhoods, 
claiming to represent some of our 
employees, means first to recognize 
the brotherhoods, which for reasons 
many times set forth we will not do. 
And that question, under the prin- 
ciples quoted, it is not necessary to 
arbitrate. We have no obligation to 
recognize brotherhood officers as 
speaking for our employees.”

SAY WOMAN INSPIRED 
ATTEMPTS AT SUICIDE. 


Extraordinary Charges Develop from 
Mysterious Encanto Case. 


NE of the most extraordinary 
O eases in the criminal history 
of California developed yes- 
terday in the hands of San Diego 
detectives investigating the attempt- 
ed suicide of James A. Johnson, an 
aged man, who made his home with 
Mrs. Jeanette L. Brooks of Encanto. 
She igs under arrest on a charge of 
being an accomplice to the attempt- 
ed suicide, one of the very few such 
charges ever laid in this State. 
Mrs. Brooks has been known in 
Encanto as “the woman of mystery,” 
by reason of her association with a 
number of old men who have made 
their homes with her. It is alleged 
that the woman has attempted to 
secure the property of these men and 
to then induce them to commit sul- 
cide. 
According to the detectives, Mrs. 
Brooks induced Johnson, who is 69 
years old, to make his home with 
her. On July 6 Johnson took a dose 
of strychnine, at the suggestion of 
Mrs. Brooks, it is alleged, and after 
he had transferred his property to 
her. While the woman ‘was on her 
way to the city to have the deed 
recorded Johnson took the strych- 
nine, but it did not prove fatal. Sus- 
picions were aroused by the _ re- 
marks of Mrs. Brooks, who is said 
to have told the driver of an oil 
wagon to stop at Johnson's home, 
ee she thought he would be dyirt®. 
While she was absent the police am- 
bulance was called by the oil man 
and Johnson taken to the San Diego 
County Hospital, where he is now 
recovering. 
Mrs. Brooks is 62 years old. John- 
son says that he twice beforetook 
laudanum with suicide in view, but

Jitney busses now operating over 
routes peralieling street-car lines 
will be abolished August 1. " 


This was unanimously decided yes- 
terday afternoon by the Public Util- 
ities Commission, following vigorous 
protests made by the bus drivers. 

The City Attorney was instructed 
to draft a resolution spelling doom 
for the jitbus owners and it will 
be adopted at the next meeting of 
the commilesion. 

The principal reason for eliminate 
ing the busses is that it will obviate 
a tremendous economic waste. 
government has called upon all mil- 
nictpalities to reduce waste to a min- 
imum and the Utilities Commission 
took the stand that it is unnecessary 
for the public convenience to have 
two kinds of transportation over 
one route within the city. 

As a result of the commission's 
action twenty-nine jitbus owners 
must seek other occupation. Six- 
teen of them have been operating 
on the Main-Moneta car line route 
and thirteen on Central avenue. It 
js estimated that the bus owners 
collected $74,160 annually. 

Among the bus owners who pro- 
tested to the commission w2s a wom- 
an, who said her son is in the army 
and that she went in debt $1000 to 
buy and equip a jitney bus. She 
asked that her livelihood not 
taken away. 

The commission informed the 
woman that busses may be perf 
mitted to operate along routes that 
do not parallel car lines and she may 
secure such a permit if she desires 


it. 

The bus owners must accede te 
the mandate of the commission, ,have 
ing no alternative.

Second, the order is found not 
only taking in such members, but soliciting 


WAR IN THE ARCTIC. “yy 

One feature of the great world war is 

the campaign now under way in the Arctic, 

almost certainly the northernmost cam- 

paign ever carried on in the world's history. 

The Arctic front is by no means a new fea- 

ture of the war, although it is now attract- 

ing more attention and is becoming more 
serious than. ever. 

The Arctic front is now both naval and 
military. Early in the war, in order to cut 
off Archangel, the only European Russian 
port accessible from the Atlantic without 
the necessity of passing through neutral 
waters, Germany proclaimed a submarine 
blockade of the entire Murmansk coast 
along the Arctic Ocean from the Norwegian 
boundary as far east as there is any com- 
mercia] navigation possible. When the so- 
called peace treaty of Brest-Litovsk was 
signed it was expressly stipulated that the 
Arctic blockade should continue until the 
conclusion of a general peace. It has con- 
tinued, 

The presence of the Gulf Stream along 
the Norwegian coast keeps all the ports 
open all the year around. Emptying into 
the Arctic at its junction with the North 


strip of Norwegian territory, the Gulf 
Stream so warms the waterg that the port 
at Kola on the Murmansk coast is never en- 
tirely closed by ice, while Archangel, much 
further south, but also further east, is eom- 
pletely ice-bound during five to eight 
months of the year. 3 

The potentialities of Kola as an ice-free 
Russian port were perceived years ago by 
the Russian statesman, Sergius ‘Witte, 
when Premier of the empire. He then made 
a visit to Kola, at that time an isolated vil- 
lage inhabited part of the year only by a 
few hundred Lapp fishermen. Plans were 
drawn by him for a railroad to connect the 
port with the interior of Russia and for

If a man paid a bill, four times out of five 
the receiver of his money would invite him 
around the corner for a glass of something.

But times 
have changed. It is no longer fashionable

CITRUS DISEASES. 


Dr. Faweett Returns from Two 
Years’ Leave to Resume Or-

WHITTIER, July 156.—Dr. H. 8. 
Fawcett of the citrus experiment 
station at Riverside has just re- 
turned to California from a two- 


year course at Johns Hopkins Uni-} 


versity, and will at once resume his 
study of certain diseases of citrus 
trees. He formerly resided here, but 
will now make his home in River- 
side. He spent the week-end in 
Whittier. 

Dr. Fawcett will be best remem- 
bered throughout citrus and walnut 
sections for hig work on gummosis 
of lemons and his investigations of 
a new disease of walnuts in the 
Santa Barbara district. which he 
named “Melaxuma,” a black gummy 
exudation ‘affecting certain groves 
there. It Is by his investigations of 
the causes, prevention and cure of 
lemon gummosis that he is 
known re. 

Prior to his leaving for the East, 
Dr. Fawcett started certain impor- 
tant preliminary investigations of 
sealy bark in oranges. Several ex- 
periments in widely-scattered por- 
tions of the Whittier district have 
been working during the two years, 
and from these results Dr. Fawcett 
has already established certain basic 
facts relative to the disease. He will 
continue these investigations as long 
as may be necessary. making this 
problem his major work at the citrus 
experiment station. He will speak on 
this subject at the farm bureau 
meeting at Sean Dimas Tuesday, 
July 16, 


NAVY VETERAN DIES.

Japs Put to Sea, 


FISHERMEN’S STRIKE. 


-O8 ANGELES HARBOR, July 
L 15.The strike of 1000 Japa- 
n fishermen was settled to- 
day when Capt. W. C. Crandall, 
Food Administrator for Southern 
California, received a telegram from 
Washington authorizing the canner- 
les to pay a bonus of $10 per ton 
for tuna in addition to the price of 
$100 per ton fixed by the Food Ad- 
ministration. 
This action’ was the result of the 
mediation of Lieut. John Wilbur of 
the Submarine Base, through whose 
efforts the Japanese accepted the 
compromise after a spirited meeting 
attended by 600 fishermen. The 
canners also have agreed to accept 
the compromise. The bonus was 
permitted by the Food Administra- 
tion because of certain contracts 
made by some of the canneries prior 
to the time the government assumed 
jurisdiction of price-fixing and was 
made uniform so that all the can- 
neries would be placed on the same 
working basis. 

The decision reached by the Food 
Administration officials was to per- 
mit the fishermen to carry out con- 
tracts standing before February 1, 
1918, whereby they were to receive 
bonuses which would increase the 
remuneration they were to receive 
for tuna to at least $110. 

Fish Administrator Crandall, how- 
ever, set a rate of $100 to be paid 
the fishermen, and the Japanese 
went out on strike a month ago. 
The white fishermen remained and 
continued their fishing. Probably 
$150,000 worth of tuna has been 
brought in by the latter while the 
Japanese were on strike. 

A deadlock was reached between 
the Food Administration and the 
Japanese until a compromise was 
proposed by Lieut. Wilbur, which 
was accepted by all parties con- 
cerned. So many of the Japanese 
fishermen have secured work else- 
where that the Japanese agreed to 
go to work by Wednesday; in the 
meantime the absent members will 
be called back to the boats. 

CRANDALL’'S STATEMENT. 

Capt. Crandall, in explaining the

“That until January 1, 1919, the 
rules and regulations as promul- 
gated on June 12, 1918, shall be in 
force, except that rmission is 
given for a uniform bonus of $10 
per ton for long-finned tu com- 
monly called albacore, delivered 
cleaned and in prime condition.

The spirit of the annual meeting 
of the Associated Advertising Clubs 
of tHe World “carried on” to the 
meeting of the Los Angeles Ad Club 
yesterday, when the assemblage was 
addressed by Merle Sidener.

“It is your business when your 
neighbor has smallpox, and you lose 
no time in calling a physician to 
take him in charge. He is a men- 
ace to the neighborhood and you 
treat him accordingly. Now, unclean 
advertising, untruthful advertising is 
a menace to all advertising and to 
all business’’—thus argued Mr. Side- 
ner, and he argued most convinc- 
ingly. 

Every false advertisement, ac- 
cording to Mr. Sidener, detracts 
from the standing of all advertising, 
and therefore it becomes the imme- 
diate and important business of 
every advertiser to see that his 
neighbor does the right kind of ad- 
vertising, to convince him of its 
necessity and its goéd results for 
his own benefit and for that of 
others.

Harold Janss, retiring president 
of the Los Angeles Advertising Club, 
presented for the information of the

OF PAPER FILED 


Postal Official Testifies as to 


Trial of Magon and Rivera on 
in Federal Court. 


Now Time for Insurrection, 
Manifesto Said. 


At the trial of Ricardo Flores Ma- 
gon and Librado Rivera, which be- 
gan before Federal Judge Bledsoe 
yesterday, Julius Jansen, superin- 
tendent of mails in Los Angeles, 
fdentified copies of the newspaper, 
Regeneracion, which had  0»been 
Placed in the mails for delivery, and 
testified that no affidavits of transia- 
tion were filed by the defendants in 
regard to an alleged seditious mani- 
festo published by them. 

Magon and Rivera are jointly 
charged on six counts in a Federal 
indictment with violation of the Es- 
pionage and Trading with the Enemy 
acts, in publishing a manifesto in 
their paper, about March 16, 1913, 
calling on “‘Mexicans of the Liberal 
party, anarchists of the whole world, 
and working men in general, to pro- 
duce a chaos favorable to their 
cause.”’ 

Interest in the trial is not keeft 
among their countrymen or follow- 
ers, as was shown by the small num- 
ber of spectators who attended court. 
Magon was accompanied by his step- 
daughter, Miss Lucille Norman, who 
during a former trial of the Magon 
brothers for violation of the neu- 
trality laws, led a riot In the vicinity 
of the Federal Building. 


TESTIMONY RULED OUT. , 
Fred Woodward, a newspaper re- 
porter, gave testimony as to finding 


copies of Regeneracion on the steps 
of the City Hall thrown away by a 
person he recognized as Rivera. Un- 
der cross-examination the witness 
could not state positively as to iden- 
tification of the papers in question, 
not having opened them, and his 
testimony was ruled" out on motion 
of J. H. Ryckman, for the defense. 

Emidio Kosterlitzky, Spanish in- 
terpreter for the Department of Jus- 
tice, told of purchasing copies of 
Regeneracion containing the mani- 
festo, which he translated. 

The case will go to the jury some 
time tomorrow. 

Some of the outstanding features 
in the alleged seditious manifesto. 
read by the court, were that “this 
country is not for the profit of the 
working man, but for the profit of 
the rich,” and that “he is forced to 
‘fight those whom he does not hate 
and who do not hate him.” — 

“LAND AND LIBERTY.” 


“The moment has come for an in- 
surrection of aJl people against ex- 
isting conditions,” and “the time is 
now ripe to prepare the popular 
mentality,” were other strong points 
in the manifesto, which ended with 
“Land and Liberty,” and with the 
names of Magon and Rivera at- 
tached. 

The Magons have been in trouble 
many times with the government. 
Enrique Magon, a brother, is now 
serving a sentence of three years 
and is to pay a fine of $1000 for de- 
positing indecent matter in the 
United States mails. Ricardo was 
found guilty of the same offense on 
June 22, 1916, and was sentenced 
to serve one year and a day, but his 
case Was appealed and the higher 
court ordered a stay of sentence. 

The government is represented by 
W. Fleet Palmer and. Gordon Law- 
son, assistant United States Attor- 
neys. The defense attorneys are J. 
H. Ryckman, Chaim Shapiro and §&. 
G. Pandit.
